Figures of P. R. R. Show 89,599
Cars as Daily Average Over
Eastern Lines

STEADY GAIN

—_—

FOR 6 MONTHS

Indication of a big revival in busi-
ness is shown in figunres abtained today
regarding the traffic movements during
the month of June.

All previous records in freight car
movements were broken: nud there arve
indications that still larger traffic will
b recorded for August.

Figures eompiled by the Pennsylvania
Railroad, eastern lines, show that on
June 20, 08,032 ears wer dispatched in
freight serviee, which is the largest
number for any single day on record,
The daily average for June was 80,6500,
which was 12,216 more cars than han-
iled the same day a year ago,

During June there were approximately
BO,000 reguliur passenger traing aperated
with the additional movement of from
ten to twenty-five extra trains each day.
For the month the passenger train mile-
age was 3,620,783,

June records aleo show that during
the month 1,133,630 londed and empty
freight cars were moved, They passed
twelve representative pointa on  the
Pennsylvanin Raflrond. This was an
increase of 48,421 over the preceding
month and an increase of 120,077 over
cars during the month of January, 1919,

The interchange of cara with foreign
roads at all points on the Pennsylvania,
enstern  lines, during June was the
highest of any month this year, a total
of 262,745 cars being delivered to other
lines and 252,311 being received from
them.

During the first sfxr months of 1910
there has been a steady increase in the
number of cars of merchandise freight
londed on the Pennsylvania lines, this
clusg of freight totaling 188,014 cars
in June, an increase of 8054 cars over
the preceding month,

Indieative of the continued ineremsn
in the movement of freight are the
statements showing the number of cars
pussing through Potomne yard as well
as Edge Moor yard duriug the first two
weeks of July., ¥For the former ward
the daily average was 1302 cars, an
increase of 35.6 per cent, as compared
with the daily average for the first wix
months of 119, During the first eleven
days of July 16,430 cars were handled
through Edge Maoor yard, ag compared
with 15.061 for the same period in 1918
and 14,208 in 1M7.
